On Page 5 of the Notice of Allowability dated January 11, 2008, the following statement 
of reasons for allowance is provided: "The prior art of record does not disclose a crown 
molding assembly comprised of wall and ceiling sections, the crown molding being a ceramic 
wall tile having an outwardly extending support surface below its top side, a ceramic bridging 
tile resting upon the support surface and extending to the ceiling, and a spacer between 
adjacent ceramic crown molding segments which are on a planar wall, the spacer creating a 
gap between the adjacent ceramic crown molding segments." 

Applicant agrees with this statement of reasons for allowance (1) only to the extent 
that it is consistent with one or more claims of this application and (2) only as it applies to any 
such claim. 

It is noted, however, that this statement of reasons for allowance refers to "the crown 
molding being a ceramic wail tile" which is not recited in every one of the independent claims. 
For example, that feature is not recited in claim 31, and Applicant does not intend to limit that 
claim to such feature. 
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The statement of reasons for allowance also refers to "wall and ceiling sections" which 
is not recited in every one of the independent claims. For example, that feature is not recited 
in claim 21, and Applicant does not intend to limit that claim to such feature. 

Additionally, the statement of reasons for allowance refers to a "ceramic bridging tile" 
which is not recited in every one of the independent claims. For example, that feature is not 
recited in claim 31, and Applicant does not intend to limit that claim to such feature.
